It found the coun­ 
try destitute of hospitals, orphanages and 
virtually every sort of relief institution. 
The commission immediately began the 
creation of such institutions so that now 
there are hospitals at Scutari, Tirana, El- 
baaan and Koritza, besides five medical 
rad numerous infant welfare 
milk stations. Sewing machines have 
been furnished, sewing circles established 
and the entire nation put on its feet do­ 
mestically. 
In addition to helping practi­ 
cally the entire population in the villages, 
96.000 garments were distributed to hill 
tribisa by trains of pack mules. More than , 
25.000 persons were aided by these expedi­

Many legends g;rew from the 
old walls, the best known being that, 
of Agnes, a beautiful girl who refused 
to wed with a rival lord, and when the 
lover appeared at the castle gates with 
an army to seize her she donned armor 
and*led the attack that resulted in his 
death and the defeat of his army. Aa 
the soldiers fled, however, a bowman 
turned and sent an .arrow that found 
a place In the heart of the girl. Her 
armor is still shown at the castle with

We nrst near of music in the land 
of the pyramids at the beginning of 
the nineteenth dynasty, about 
R. C., when the power of Egypt, which 
had been steadily mounting during the 
eighteenth dynasty, had reached its 
hright under Rameses H. 
Passing 
down 
the crowded streets, where, 
through the open shop fronts, we may 
see the artisans In thousands at work 
at 
lflhorious daily tasks, let us 
go In quest*of music. We may traverse 
the busy streets of Thebes or Heliopo­ 
lis in vain, and It Is not till the shades 
of evening Call and the enteftainments 
of the wealthy begin piat we discover 
the existence of musi<; in Egypt at all. 
We have to penetrate some brilliantly 
lighted hall full of guests and attend­ 
ant slaves;* and at the fár end of the 
luxurious room we shall see a band of 
men and women playing on their ln- 
ruments, amid all the clatter of the 
shes and the chatter of the guests. 
I’hey are aR slaves, and before each 
piece they play they do obeisance to 
the master of the house. The business' 
of these slaves is to attend the ban­ 
quets of the great and play and sing 
for the amusement of the company. 
We And th^m constantly represented 
lif sculpture in groups of from two to 
.eight j>erson«—some women and some 
men—playing on various instrumenta, 
as the harp, pipe, flute, etc.

Borneo*» Housing Problem. 
Housekeeping in Romeo has tta com­ 
plications.
